DISINTEGRATION OF THE NINETEENTH- 
CENTURY POLITICAL SYSTEM 


The central political fact of our time is the disintegration of 


the international system that dominated world affairs almost until 
the outbreak of World War II. Until the tum of the century, thir- 
teen empires ruled the world. ‘The neutrality of the Western 
Hemisphere—as of many regions today—depended on the existence 
of an equilibrium maintained by other states. This balance of 
power saw to it that most transformations were relatively minor; 
they did not threaten or seem to threaten the survival of the 
states composing the international system. 

The nineteenth-century international system, for all its failings, 
provided order, rationalized administration, and arrangements for 
economic exchange. It supplied a form of answer to the increas- 
ing interdependence of societies. Europe was the world’s principal 
manufacturer and the principal user of raw materials. She was the 
world’s primary banker and source of capital. People, goods, and 
money moved with relative freedom from country to country; and 
Europe’s banks financed the exchange of goods. ‘The gold standard 
maintained by a central banking policy of the principal powers 
made for a kind of common currency. 

The internal stresses of the imperial system began to be ap- 
parent in the nineteenth century and became conspicuous in 


1914. World War I led _to the collapse of the German, Austrian, 
Turkish, and Russian empires. By 1955, most of the remaining 


imperialist systems had dissolved. The nineteenth-century system 


of empires, as a means of maintaining world order, arranging 
world economics, and settling international disputes, has collapsed, 


So after having consolidated power over most of the world through empire building, the Occulted Powers (OPs) 
faced a problem. Empires, by their very nature, are territorial, competitive and nationalistic, and are not 
amenable to submitting to outside control as would be required for world governance. Clearly, these old struc- 
tures would need to be demolished and replaced by newer, more malleable structures in order to finish the 
global consolidation. For this reason, the OPs fomented and financed the two world wars to break down the old 


empires and create international chaos from which a New Order could be birthed. 


At the end of each world war, the OPs immediately planted the seed of global governance, but the seeds didn't 


germinate as expected...

Twice within a generation the United States has been instru- 
mental in bringing a world organization into being: the League of 
Nations in 1919 (though we refused to join) and the United 
Nations in 1945. In both instances the impetus was the belief 
that the interdependence of nations, demonstrated in two cata- 
strophic wars, had to find an institutional expression. In each 
case high hopes were not fully realized because the formal in- 
stitutions of the world organizations were designed to achieve 
more than the consensus of existing shared aspirations was pre- 
pared to support.

De-spinning the last underlined statement, they are basically saying that the nations were insufficiently moti- 
vated to hand over sovereignty to the globalist institutions. So to overcome this lack of “shared aspirations,” the 
OPs fostered the Cold War between the United States and the Soviet Union. 


By threatening some nations with Soviet aggression and others with American aggression, they compelled the 
nations to band together and join sides for protection. The members of each side were then pressured to in- 
crease economic and defensive cooperation to fend off the menace of the other side. Those who were pro- 
grammed to believe they lived in the “people’s (communist) world” cooperated to block aggression from the 
“imperialist world,” and those who were programmed to believe they lived in the “free world” cooperated to 


block aggression from the “Soviet sphere”... 


Conclusion 


While the Soviet threat in the field of foreign economic policy 
is potentially formidable, it must be seen in its proper perspective. 


It is menacing to the degree that the cohesion of the free world 
is inadequate. 


The selective economic program of the Soviet Union is po- 
litically effective primarily to the extent that weak countries must 
face the strong Soviet economy alone. If these countries are part 
of larger groupings, they will be able to resist pressure more easily 
and negotiate on a more nearly equal basis. 

The Soviet effort is impressive primarily because the free world 
has failed to develop a workable structure within which the indus- 
trialized and newly developing regions can co-operate in fulfilling 
the aspirations of their peoples. We must contribute to the growth 
and cohesiveness of the community of free nations, not merely be- 
cause we wish to prevent an expansion of the Soviet sphere, but 
because we want to co-operate in bringing about a new inter- 


national system dedicated to peace, to human dignity, and to re- 
spect for national independence.

On page 26, we're told what the OPs and their globalist minions are hoping for... 


The hoped-for result is peace in a world divided into smaller 
units, but organized and acting in common effort to permit and 


assist progress in economic, political, cultural, and spiritual life. 
Such a community must facilitate the freest and fullest access by 
everyone to the thinking of everyone. It must allow for the 
widest diversity of ideas, social structure, and forms of expression 
compatible with the functioning of the community. It would 

resumably consist of regional institutions under an international 


body of growing authority—combined so as to be able to deal 
with those problems that increasingly the separate nations will 


not be able to solve alone. 


Take note of how the passage says “combined so as to be able to deal with those problems that increasingly the 
separate nations will not be able to solve alone.” Here they are telling us that they'll be purposefully creating in- 
creasingly difficult problems to compel the nations to accept the NWO. We've certainly been witnessing that, 


haven't we? 


As for the NWO structure itself, we're told that it will “consist of regional institutions under an international body of 
growing [to the point of total control] authority.” Elsewhere in the book, we're told that the NWO will also include 
functional structures for matters that require management beyond the regional boundaries. So let’s delve 
deeper into how such a structure would look and operate:

Policies to promote the vitality of our economy are only the 
beginning of our task. They must be taken concurrently with 
measures which make the interdependence of nations a source of 
mutual strength. It is impossible for the United States to deal 
creatively with 80 sovereign nations solely on a bilateral basis. ‘The 
most natural multinational arrangements are frequently regional, 
In many parts of the world, geography combines with common 
history to provide the basis for common objectives and fruitful 
co-operative efforts.

And page 190 spells out how the regional arrangements will manifest themselves... 
It is not possible to describe the precise form regional arrange- 
ments should take in all parts of the globe. They may involve 
joint efforts to achieve economic development, common markets, 


and free trade areas or functional arrangements like the European 


Coal and Steel Community. Fully developed, they imply a joint 
accord on monetary and exchange arrangements, a common dis- 
cipline on fiscal matters, and a free movement of capital and labor. 
We believe that this regional approach has world-wide validity. 
Because the particular adaptation will be different for each region, 
the structure will have to be worked out by each region through 
consultation. We feel the United States should encourage the 
development of such regional structures in all areas of the free 
world. We have tried to develop the outline for Western Hemi- 
sphere unity in Section V as an illustrative case. 


Free trade agreements, joint economic development institutions, exchange agreements — this all sounds very 
familiar, doesn’t it? So when an East versus West propagandist tries to sell you the idea that the BRICS 
Development Bank or a Chinese/Russian currency swap deal demonstrates nations trying to free themselves 
from the New World Order, just remember this passage. Russia and China are following the NWO script to the 
letter, but I'll get back to this point a little later in the article.

FUNCTIONAL ARRANGEMENTS 


Regional arrangements by themselves cannot supply the entire 
structure of a free world economy. Some problems and opportu- 
nities cut across regional lines; other should be dealt with on a 
world-wide basis. Three of the most important functional chal- 
lenges—the problem of primary commodity products, the new 
vistas of science, and the role of international financial institu- 
tions—will be discussed here.

Prospect for America goes to great lengths to make the counterintuitive case that building a global government 
is in America’s best interest. It starts by implying that nation-states are somehow outmoded by the fact that 
they trade with each other, and then it offers the false choice of floundering by engaging in no trade at all... 


DECLINE OF THE NATION-STATE 


The nation-state as it was conceived in the sixteenth century 
and as it has existed throughout the modern age is now trans- 
forming itself. In this report it has been necessary to talk in terms 
of nations as if they were still the solid entities, watertight and 
sovereign, that traditional theory describes. In fact, they have not 
been that for a long time. The growth of the modern world has 
seen the interdependency of nations and communities increase to 
a point where independence, at least in the sense of self-sufficiency, 
is seriously eroded. If the United States were to be confronted 
with the necessity of existing apart from the trade of the world, 
apart from its intellectual and spiritual currents and the support 


of allied and kindred nations, it would quickly realize that in- 
dependence can be pushed too far.

Here the United States 1s 
able to exert direct influence; its leadership and active help form 
important ingredients in the developing situations. Results in 
these areas will demonstrate to the world what as a people we 
value and are really seeking.

The Deindustrialization of America 


On page 173, we see the genesis of the economic policies that have brought the American economy to ruin... 


A great deal depends therefore on developing an international 
structure which reflects the interdependence of countries, large 
and small, industrialized and less developed. Europe and Japan, 
together with the United States, supply most of the machinery 
and equipment and capital investment required by the less de- 
veloped countries for their industrialization. The less developed 
countries in turn supply an increasing percentage of the raw ma- 
terials and commodities required by the industrialized nations. It 
is necessary to establish a structure that gives effect to this partner- 
ship. An essential component will be an increasingly liberal United 


States trade policy, which will permit other nations to sell in 
American markets. 


..as the globalists make the case for unilaterally removing the trade barriers that protected America’s economy 
from competition with foreign slave labor. 


Kissinger and Co. also make the case that we shouldn't economically defend ourselves since it might create “im- 
pediments... to the progress of others”... 


The recent tendency for American exports to decline in relation 
to imports and the significant symptom of the drain on United 
States gold indicate how the world economic system is changing. 
The United States will need to make adjustments to such a de- 


veloping situation; the important thing is that these adjustments 


be made in a way that does not thwart economic growth else- 
where in the world. ‘The degree of our support of defense establish- 


ments in other countries can well be re-examined now that many 
of these countries have achieved a substantial economic revival. 
But the main answer to such a symptom as the drain on gold is 
not in policies of withdrawal or protectionism; it is in maintaining 
efficient standards of production and enlarging our rate of growth. 

The long-range interest of the United States is in economic 
growth throughout the world. It wants the continuing prosperity 
of its allies in the advanced Western countries; more than that, it 
wants the other areas of the world to develop both agriculturally 
and industrially to their fullest potentiality. Measures taken _by 
the United States in response to domestic economic situations 


must be looked at carefully in the light of such impediments as 
they may create to the progress of others.

The United States, in short, is challenged so to conduct itself 


as to bridge over in every possible way the potential cleavage 
between Fast and West.

Twenty new sovereign nations have come into being since the 
end of World War II. More will undoubtedly emerge in the next

At a moment when the pressures 
of the contemporary period impel greater and greater interde- 
pendence, the newly independent nations are driven or tempted 
to erect seli-sutiicient economies, which tend to restrict the broad 
markets essential for industrialization. One system of organizing 


the international order has been destroved without replacement 


by another. The diverging forces of nationalism must be balanced 
by converging forces seeking to bring about a free association of 
nations so that political, social, and economic co-operation can 
transcend national boundaries.

> They have instigated outrageous and provocative action, both economic and military, by the Western pow- 
ers (this adds a new insight into the open-for-all-to-see Wall Street / City of London criminality and recent
